TAY NINH, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — The world’s only infla­ 
table combat hospital has re­ 
ceived a bloody baptism of fire 
in the jungles of South Viet 
Nam. 
The $2-million complex of air- 
filled operating rooms, labora­ 
tories and surgical wards was 
trucked into an abandoned ta­ 
pioca plantation 90 miles north­ 
east of Saigon near the Cambo­ 
dian border. 
Before the rubber-like dacron 
buildings could be blown up and 
put into operation, the Viet Cong 
nearly destroyed the entire hos­ 
pital with a mortar attack that 
killed the hospital commandant, 
tore gaping holes in the roof of 
the unoccupied nurses’ quarters 
and riddled one of the inflatable 
ward units with more than 100 
holes. 
Despite the initial mortar at­ 
tack and another one less than a 
week later, the self-contained, 
completely mobile hospital im­ 
mediately went into operation 
as a forward surgical clinic with 
most of its facilities still in 
packing crates. 
That was two weeks ago. Be­ 
cause of the bitter fighting and 
the growing number of casual­ 
ties from Operation Attleboro in 
the rain forests of War Zone C.

authorities 
decided to activate the inflata­ 
ble, expandable hospital ahead 
of schedule.

free, 60-bed surgical hospital 
opened its plastic doors for busi­

SPACE CENTER. HOUSTON (UPI)— Astronaut 
Edwin (Buzz) Aldrin, who helped write the book on 
space rendezvous and now owns the book on space- 
walking, stood up in space again today in the open 
cockpit of Gemini 12. 


The cool, scholarly co-pilot of Gemini 12, and Air 
Force major and a doctor of science, snapped pictures 
of the stars and lengthened his record for activity out­ 
side a spacecraft, which stood at 4 hours 38 minutes.

BEHIND SCHEDULE

where he spent the weekend, 
said it is obvious “that the 
speaker has some people in his 
own party who wouldn’t mind 
seeing him go.” 
He indicated a coalition of 
Republicans and dissident Dem­ 
ocrats could end Unruh’s five- 
year reign as speaker unless 
GOP demands are met. 


NOT KIDDING ANYONE 
Bagley estimated the number 
of “liberal Democrats” 
who 
would welcome an opportunity 
to deprive Unruh of his power 
at “five or six at the mini­ 
mum.” He said Unruh was 
claiming the support of all but 
two lower house Democrats, 
“but I don’t think he’s kidding 
anyone.” 
Last year a number of Demo­ 
cratic assemblymen formed a 
“study group” that sometimes 
opposed Unruh’s positions. The 
group was generally favorable 
to defeated Democratic Gov. 
Brown, with whom Unruh often 
wrangled during 1966 and previ­ 
ous legislative sessions. 
Results of Tuesday’s election 
left the Democrats with only a 
42-38 majority in the Assembly, 
compared to 48-31 and one va­ 
cancy before.

Prince Charles Comes Of Age 


LONDON (AP)—Prince Charles, the heir to Brit­ 
ain’s throne, came of age today without royal fanfare. 
It was school as usual on his 18th birthday. 
Britons openly speculated that he may be 60 or 
older before he reaches the throne. 
His mother, 
Queen Elizabeth II, is only 40 and 
in good health. 
The birthday meant a raise for 
Charles because he will be taking on 
more and more royal duties. He has 
received an unspecified amount of 
pocket money in the past but now he 
goes on the state payroll at $84,000 
a year. 
Three left-wing Laborite mem 
bers of Parliament demanded to 
know how this squared with the wage freeze now 
in effect. 
Spokesmen at Buckingham Palace and the Treas 
ury said the prince’s new income was more revenue 
from a trust fund and did not come under the wage 
freeze. Most of it comes from property he inherited 
as Duke of Cornwall.

Applying Of Instant Artificial 
Limbs Proving To Be Successful 


The application of an instant arti­ 
ficial limb is the latest approach to 
leg amputation. The prosthesis is fit­ 
ted onto the stump while the individ­ 
ual is still under the anesthetic. By 
the next morning the victim is almost 
free of pain and may be able to stand. 
The procedure originated in Konstan- 
cin Rehabilitation center near War­ 
saw. It is now being done in m a n y 
areas of the United States, especially 
in our VA hospitals. 
DURING THE operation the 
upper part of the muscles are 
anchored to holes drilled into 
bone. The muscle endings are 
sewed together over the end of 
the bony stump. 
As soon as the skin is sutured, 
an elastic bandage wetted with 
plaster of paris is applied to 
the stump delicately but with 
firm tension. A contact socket 
is fitted into the bottom of the 
cast to which a lightweight pipe­ 
like extension is attached. The 
other end of this tube is con­ 
nected to a plastic, wooden or 
metal foot. The shoe goes on 
this form. 
THE SNUG cast prevents the 
severed tissues from swelling 
and lessens the pain. It remains 
in place day and night except 
when the stitches are removed 
on the 10th to 14th day. The 
cast is then reapplied imme­ 
diately. 
Meanwhile, the individual is 
up and about, with or without 
crutches. 
The use of the new instant 
prosthesis is a radical departure 
from older technics. Amputees 
often waited from six weeks to 
year to get a permanent limb. 
When fitted before there was 
maximum wasting of the mus­ 
cles, the socket loosened and a 
new 
prosthesis 
was 
needed. 
With the new method, the mus­ 
cles remain functional and do 
! not atrophy. 
In some, a permanent pros­ 
thetic device can be applied by 
the third week. 
WHEN UP and about, the cir­ 
culation in the stump improves 
and the complications associ­ 
ated with inactivity are avoided. 
The individual makes an imme­ 
diate transfer from the old to 
the new leg and the experience 
of walking is not interrupted. 
Rehabilitation still is needed 
and many take up to six months 
to get back into stride even 
though the operation only took 
a few hours.

WEAK MUSCLES 
G. G. writes: What is the 
difference 
between 
multiple 


sclerosis and myasthenia gra­ 
vis? They seem so similar it is 
confusing. 
REPLY 
These 
two 
conditions 
are 
much different. Multiple sclero­ 
sis leads to numbness and tin­ 
gling of the extremities, paraly­ 
sis, or muscular weakness. Mus­ 
cular weakness also is common 
in myasthenia gravis but it 
develops after the muscles have 
been used for a brief period; 
they cannot be moved until 
thoroughly rested. The physician 
finds other differences such as 
reflex changes and response to 
medications.

L. I. writes: When walking I 
always veer to the left. Is this 
a phobia or could a physical 
conditions be the cause?

WASHINGTON — American 
officials have new hopes that 
the 
10-year 
drain

this 
country’s gold reserves is slow 
ing down substantially. 
If the U.S. supply were to keep 
dropping it would be necessary 
to take drastic steps to halt 
the losses — steps that could 
plunge the domestic economy 
into a recession and push up 
unemployment. 
But the better prospect di­ 
minishes the danger. Officials 
at the treasury and com­ 
merce departments and other 
agencies in the government 
are encouraged by two recent 
pieces of evidence: 
1. During October, for the 
first time 
since early 
1965, 
France did not cash in dollars 
for U.S. gold. 
2. During July-October there 
was a better - than - expected 
showing in the U.S. balance of 
payments—the amount of dol­ 
lars this country must send 
abroad to pay for troops, im­ 
ports and overseas investment 
versus the currency it receives 
from all foreign sources. 
Because the war in Viet 
Nam has boosted American 
overseas spending, the amount 
of dollars in the hands of for­ 
eign 
businesses 
and 
indi­ 
viduals has been rising. Much 
of this is used by these private 
holders to finance interna­ 
tional trade and is not likely 
to be turned in for U.S. gold. 
Significantly, the amounts ac* 
cruing to foreign governments 
and their central banks — the 
only ones entitled to exchange 
dollars for gold—have not been 
rising. American officials feel 
that this marks the beginning 
of a continuing and healthful 
trend. 
One of the reasons for the 
improved gold and payments 
situation is the fact that interest 
rates in this country are now 
high relative to those in the 
rest of the world. This means 
that foreign holders of idle dol­ 
lars would rather ship them 
over here. 
To be sure, rates in this 
country may move down sig­ 
nificantly 
next 
year. 
But. 
more than likely, there would 
be some easing abroad, too. 
So yields may well continue 
to be atthactive.

Prime Minister Harold Wil­ 
son, making the announcement 
in the House of Commons, said: 
“I am glad to be able to in­ 
form the House that it has now 
been agreed that Mr. Kosygin 
will arrive in Britain for an of­ 
ficial visit on Feb. 6, 1967.” 


This will be approximately 
one year after Kosygin first ac­ 
cepted in principle Wilson’s in­ 
vitation to come to Britain. 


Kosygin resisted several in­ 
vitations by Wilson to make the 
journey last year—primarily be­ 
cause the Vietnamese war set 
back the general process of 


East-West reconciliation. 
But in recent months, with the 
deterioration of Soviet relations 
with Red China, Kosygin and 
his colleagues have given West­ 
ern leaders an impression of 
greater readiness to resume 
general contacts designed to 
improve relations.

Former Soviet 


Leader Dies 


MOSCOW (AP) - Nikola G. 
Ignatov, one of the Soviet Com­ 
munist party’s top leaders un­ 
der Nikita Khrushchev, died to­ 
day. He was 64. The brief an­ 
nouncement listed no cause of 
death. 
At the time of his death Igna­ 
tov was president of giant Rus­ 
sian Federation, the largest of 
the Soviet republics.

In primitive areas of the 
world, principally remote re­ 
gions of Africa and Oceania, 
brides are still purchased with 
ages-old mediums of exchange. 
And just about everywhere the 
price has gone up — and up. 
A study of this practice, along 
with a collection of money, goes 
on display today in an exhibit 
called “The Price of a Bride” at 
the Chase Manhattan money 
museum at Sixth Avenue and 
50th Street. 
For the most part wife-buying 
is now symbolic and the cowrie 
shells, feather coils, porpoise 
teeth, Yap stones and all the 
rest becomes status symbols for 
the bride’s family, said Caroline 
Harris, director of the money 
museum. 
“We were curious to know the 
amount the young 20th century 
tribesman must pay to secure a 
dutiful, 
hard-working 
wife,” 
said Mrs. Harris. “We found 
that practices are not strikingly 
different from what they have 
been in the civilized parts of the 
world. 
“The price of a bride depends 
on the wealth of the suitor. Nat­ 
urally, the more he has, the 
more he pays.” 
Mrs. Harris said the families 
don’t regard themselves as sell­ 
ing a child. 
“When they lose a daughter to 
marriage, that means one less 
person to do the work, so they 
must be compensated for that 
loss,” she said. 


Electric Power 


Link Scheduled 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Interior Department says 40 per 
cent of the world’s electric pow­ 
er capacity will be linked to­ 
gether early next year in a test 
of a coast-to-coast interconnect­ 
ed power grid.

'Schools Today Are Model T 
Fords On A Superhighway-'

CHICAGO (UPI)—“ If all the 
schools in America burned down 
today, we just might build a 
20th century educational system 
for 
the 
20th 
century,” 
says 
Maurice B. Mitchell, president 
of 
Encyclopedia 
Britannica, 
Inc., former journalist, broad­ 
caster 
and 
educational 
film 
producer. 
“Our schools today are Model 
T Fords on a superhighway.” 
The first thing Mitchell would 
change 
would 
be 
the 
very 
buildings 
themselves. 
Class­ 
rooms would be changeable— 
they 
could 
be 
made 
small 


enough to hold two or three 
students and a teacher, or large 
enough to hold hundreds. 
“ We should design schools for 
students—not by some magic 
formula that's supposed to fit 
every area in town. Children, 
their backgrounds, needs, inter­ 
ests, and capabilities, differ. We 
give teacher in a slum school 
30 
children, 
all 
of 
those 
problems would keep a psychia­ 
trist busy 20 years, and expect 
her to teach them. 
“ We put our kids in contain­ 
ers,

to fit.” 


The second thing he would do

Robertson's Concerto 


!n Brilliant Premiere

Sandor Salgo and the Marin 
Symphony Orchestra opened the

striking, for they were bursting 
with energy, especially the lat­ 
ter, in which were heard the 
rhythms and themes of the Ute 
Indians’ bear dance that had 
provided some of the inspiration 
for the work. 
However, the real test of the 
concerto’s musical worth came 
in the Larghetto, the slow move­ 
ment that always tests a com­ 
poser’s ability. It was in this 
movement that the beautiful 
tone of Spivakovsky’s Stradi- 
varius was most evident. 
Sandor Salgo was in the spot­ 
light for his powerfully expres­ 
sive conducting of the familiar 
suite from Stravinsky’s “The 
Firebird” ballet, another color- 
hilly orchestrated work. Just 
such a reading could have in­ 
spired dancers to give a memor­ 
able performance. Particularly 
delightful were the infinitely del­ 
icate shadings of the strings’ 
playing in the dance of the prin­ 
cesses and the berceuse. 


GREAT CONTRAST 
In great contrast to these dy­ 
namic works was the lovely 
opening Sinfonia Concertante, 
Opus 84, by Haydn with an un 
usual concertino group com­

Mitchell, cello; 
Jean Stevens, oboe, and Vir­ 
ginia Ojeda, bassoon.

Upward Bound 
Artists Prove 
Very Capable 


CHICAGO (AP) - It could 
have been the opening of an 
avant garde exhibition at a big 
city art gallery or museum. But 
it wasn’t. 
The paintings and sculptures 
were there, all right, and many 
of them were just as modern as 
those of some well-known con 
temporary artists, and often as 
competent. 


PUNCH AND COOKIES 
But there was punch and 
cookies instead of cocktails and 
canapes. The setting was the 
two-story lobby of Chicago’s new 
skyscraper Federal Building. 
The major difference lay in 
the artists-high school students 
from 
low-income 
families 
across the nation. 
The show includes some 200 
works in practically all art me­ 
dia — paintings, sculpure, cer­ 
amics, drawings, tapestry, col­ 
lage, prints. 
It went on display yesterday 
and will remain in Chicago for 
two weeks, before it is divided 
into four smaller shows for tours 
of various sections of the coun­ 
try. 
The works of art were some­ 
thing of an unexpected bit of 
luck from the Upward Bound 
program of the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity. 
During 
the 
past 
summer, 
some 20,000 sophomore and jun­ 
ior high school students partici­ 
pated in the federal program in 
220 centers, mainly colleges and 
universities, in the 50 states, 
Puerto Rico and Guam. 


COLLEGE LIFE 
In the Upward Bound pro­ 
gram, high school students went 
to college during the summer to 
get a taste of it. 
The faculty of each college de­ 
termined the program at their 
school. Art was not a fixed sub­ 
ject. 
The art show came into being 
because some of the officials of 
the Upward Bound program 
were 
surprised — and im­ 
pressed — at what the students 
were doing. 
The 200 pieces in the show 
were selected from 650 submit­ 
ted by 80 of the participating 
schools. 
There is no clue in the pic­ 
tures that they were done by 
anybody disadvantaged — eco­ 
nomically or otherwise. The 
flowers and landscapes, and ab­ 
straction are notable.

Chamber Concert 


Has Fine Shading

A fine concert of instrumental 
and chamber music was given 
last night by the San Francisco 
Bach Choir and Orchestra under 
direction of Waldemar Jacobsen 
at Trinity Lutheran Church in 
San Rafael. 
The clear texture, contrasting 
dynamics and precise entrances 
characteristic of the Baroque 
style were well expressed by the 
instrumental ensemble in two 
works, the “Sinfonie in A” by 
Fasch and the “Sonata in G 
Minor” by Albinoni. 
The high spot for this reviewer 
was the final movement of the 
Fasch, which excited with is 
spontaneous vitality and robust 
vigor. The slow movements of 
both selections had the sweetly 
lyrical, delicately shaded singing 
lines which impart more depth to 
this music that it has.

Route Proposal 


Most Upsetting 


Editor, Independent-Journal: 
The viewpoint expressed in 
the Coleman Report to the City 
of San Rafael, relative to the 
essentiality of preserving the 
Miracle Mile as a commercial 
artery connecting the cities of 
San Rafael and San Anselmo, 
very obviously is not the view­ 
point of the state highway en­ 
gineers. 
Last night (Oct. 25) at the 
county planning commission 
public hearing, at which the re­ 
port of the county planning 
staff was presented, the reason 
for this attitude was very 
frankly revealed by Mr. Zuck- 
er, chief planner. It was his 
contention that: (1) the exist­ 
ing commercial link along the 
Miracle Mile between the two 
cities . . . is undesirable for 
esthetic reasons and it should 
be eliminated: and (2) that 
the “well preserved middle- 
class homes” along Greenfield 
Avenue to the south of the 
Miracle Mile are esthetically 
acceptable and should be pre­ 
served at the expense of the 
commercial development on 
the Mile. Mr. Zucker’s opinions 
on this matter were stated 
without, 
admittedly, 
having 
made any study of the overall 
economic effects immediately 
resulting from destruction of 
all 
businesses 
now 
located 
along the Miracle Mile. 
We the affected businessmen 
feel that such cursory treat­ 
ment of our business area can 
result in serious economic dis­ 
location and loss of earned in­ 
come by our employees, as 
well as a serious overall tax 
loss to the county and cities af­ 
fected. Since we are unable to 
obtain the necessary study fig­ 


ures from either the state or 
county planners, we have in­ 
itiated our own survey which 
will reveal the gross annual 
payroll loss, the number of em­ 
ployees whose jobs are in jeo­ 
pardy, the business taxes coup­ 
led with the real property taxes 
that will be lost, and other per­ 
tinent factors so far given no 
consideration in this so-called 
planning. 
We feel that, should the cen­ 
tral corridor—F-2 Alternate— 
Ridge Route be adopted offi­ 
cially as the route preferred by 
the county supervisors, that 
they should specify an align­ 
ment along the Miracle Mile as 
outlined in the Coleman Re­ 
port: via First Street to its 
western terminus, thence by 
removal of the shoulder of ex­ 
isting outjutting hillside imme­ 
diately 
beyond 
progressing 
along the South side of Green­ 
field Avenue to Sequoia Drive 
intersection, where on an ele­ 
vated structure the freeway 
would overpass the divided 
M i r a c l e Mile arterial and 
climb around the north side of 
Red Hill onto the ridge. 
This alignment is known to 
be entirely feasible from an 
engineering standpoint but at 
the moment apparently is be­ 
ing 
given 
no 
consideration 
whatsoever by either the coun­ 
ty or state planners, who have 
worked very closely together 
on development of these free­ 
way routing studies. 
I am personally conducting 
the survey referenced above, 
which should be completed 
within a few days. We seek a 
fair hearing in this matter be­ 
fore all governing bodies con­ 
cerned. as well as unbiased 
presentation of our viewpoint 
to the public.

ited areas of the Deep South. 
That 
which 
many 
m o s t 
feared has not come upon us, 
thanks to the good judgment 
of the American people and 
their determination to press 
forward in the cause of racial 
justice despite the roadblocks 
emplanted by the black-power 
and white-power minorities. 


THE FACT that Democratic 
Chairman John Bailey quaintly 
describes the results of the 
voting as a “stand-off” is a 
pretty good measure of how 
sizable the GOP victory really 
is. Stand-off? Look at what 
happened: 
The Republicans lost 38 seats 
in the House in the Johnson 
landslide of 1964. They won 
back far more than that this 
year without a landslide. This 
is 
the 
biggest 
Republican 
sweep since 1946 when the 
party took both houses from 
President Truman. 
This year Republicans were 
elected to govern more than 


THE VOTING enhanced the 
prestige of Republican presi­ 
dential aspirants George Rom- 
ney, who swept Republicans 
into office with him in Michi­ 
gan, and Richard Nixon whose 
campaigning helped elect Re­ 
publican congressmen. 
It added three other poten­ 
tial 1968 candidates — Charles 
Percy of Illinois, Ronald Rea­ 
gan of California and Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon. 
At the same time the voting 
dimmed the prestige of the 
three top national Democratic 
leaders whose campaigning did 
not help elect Democrats and 
each of whom lost in his own 
state. 
Texas gave President John­ 
son 
a 
Republican 
senator; 
Minnesota gave Vice President 
Humphrey a Republican gov­ 
ernor; and nothing Sen. Robert 
Kennedy could do in New York 
prevented Democrat F r a n k 
O’Connor from losing to Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller. 
If that isn’t more than a 
stand-off, 
Chairman 
Bailey 
ought to help Senator Dirksen 
eat his prediction that the 
GOP would win 75 House seats. 


AS TO WHITE backlash, it 
was visible in some states like 
Alabama and California, but 
it was by no means pervasive. 
It failed to elect racists Les­ 
ter Maddox in Georgia, George 
Mahoney in Maryland, and Jim 
Johnson in Arkansas. 
It did not, however, prevent 
the 98 per cent white elec­ 
torate of Massachusetts from 
electing 
Edward Brooke, 
a 
Negro, to the U.S. Senate. In 
20 congressional districts where 
backlash was expected to be 
a big factor. 16 racial mod­ 
erates won over civil rights 
critics. 
The new Congress will be 
more conservative, more in­ 
dependent of the president, but 
it is not a backlash-elected 
Congress.

WASHINGTON - President 
Johnson’s impending surgery 
is causing his key lieutenants 
to study highly classified Na­ 
tional Security Council policy 
paper. 
Known as the “Presidential 
Control” paper, the NSC docu­ 
ment contains the names and 
duties of officials whom the 
President has designated to 
initiate the use of nuclear 
weapons in case he becomes 
incapacitated. 


IT PROVIDES 
that

President Humphrey, Secre­ 
tary of State Rusk and De­

must give their approval be­ 
fore nuclear weapons of any 
type or size can be used dur­ 
ing the time the President is 
unable to make such a fateful 
decision. 
These three officials, who 
recently met in 
the White 
House to discuss contingency 
plans for implementing this 
policy should that become ne­ 
cessary 
constitute 
what 
is 
termed the “permissive link” 
command. 
Under the President’s pre­ 
designation of authority, the 
trio must agree before any 
command can be given to the 
Army, Navy or Air Force for 
use of nuclear weapons. 
Transmission of this com­ 
mand 
would 
be 
handled 
through five designated ad­ 
ministration officials, each of

authenticate the order. 


PRINCIPAL author of the 
“Presidential Control” paper 
is Dr. Walt Rostow, foreign 
policy adviser in the White 
House. He participated in the 
unannounced Humphrey-Rusk- 
McNamara planning meeting. 
Originally, the“control” pa­ 
per was part of a much larger 
paper dealing with the over­ 
all foreign policy which was 
formulated during President 
Kennedy’s regime. After Presi­ 
dent Johnson took office, the 
“control” 
was 
revised 
and 
made a separate National Se­ 
curity Council document. 
Administration insiders indi­ 
cate that in sharing this mo­ 
mentous 
nuclear 
authority 
Vice President Humphrey and 
Secretaries Rusk and McNa­ 
mara do so as equals. 
While the operational aspects 
of the NSC document are se­ 
cret and cannot be disclosed 
significant highlights of a cov­ 
ering staff paper can be pub­ 
lished, as follows: 
Control of nuclear weapons 
offers a wide range of options, 
alternative levels of violence 
and against alternative target 
systems, which the President 
or authorities designated by 
him could review in advance 
and choose among in the event 
of war. 
“Our strategic forces are in­ 
creasingly susceptible of dis­ 
criminating and controlled use, 
u n d e r centralized military 
command, in accordance with 
such presidential decisions. 
“Command, control and com­ 
munication systems have been 
developed and are being main­ 
tained (i) which provide for 
authorization by the President 
or authorities pre-designated 
by him in case he is unable 
to function, of initial use of 
nuclear weapons under all cir­ 
cumstances, including periods 
of great tension and limited 
hostilities; (ii) which ensure 
insofar as feasible that conduct 
and termination of operations 
are also continuously sensi­

I used to think there was no 
procedure more humbling than 
trying to make election pre­ 
dictions, 
but election 
night 
brought an added humiliation. 
Working for United Press In­ 
ternational, I was supposed to 
call in results each time addi­ 
tional precinct cards were 
counted by the data processing 
department. 
Every county called results 
to Los Angeles where the work 
forces were pooled. About 10:30 
p.m., with 10 precincts count­ 
ed, I called in my report. 


“ THIS IS MARIN County 
with 10 precincts.” I told the 
girl who answered. 
But before she would start

figures,

asked, 
“Could I have the name of 
that county again?” 
“Marin,” I said, slightly of­ 
fended. 
“Spell it please,” she said. 
I took a deep breath and be­ 
gan M as in Mary, A as in 
apple, and went right through 
“Marin” and “County” ending 
with Y as in Yoke. 
“I’m sorry” she said, “I 
still didn’t get it.” 
By this time, everyone in the 
press room was laughing at my 
plight. 
“It’s all right.” I explained. 
“I’m talking to Los Angeles.” 


AFTER SPELLING Marin 
once more, I was able to give 
her my figures. It was pretty 
humiliating. 
Everyone knows that South­ 


ern California has the balance 
of political power, but they 
shouldn’t treat us that way. 
Reporting for the radio and 
television was almost as humil­ 
iating and much more frustrat­ 
ing. Once a radio station has 
you on the line, you’re at its 
mercy. I was kept waiting at 
least seven minutes once to 
give results on a radio record­ 
ing device. Meanwhile, the re­ 
sults were changing. 
The fellow at the other end 
was having a terrible time. He 
sounded like Bob Newhart try­ 
ing to start a turtle race. 
“Hello, are you still there? 
We have you on hold,” he’d 
say. 
“I’m here,” I'd say. 


THEN HE would start ask­ 
ing for an engineer, but anoth­ 
er phone would start ringing 
and it would invariably be Ala­ 
meda County. “I don’t know 
why it is,” he’d say, “but you 
and

always 
phone at the same time.” 
“This is Marin,” I’d say. 
“It that you, Richard?” he’d 
say. “I thought I lost you there 
for a minute.

The ’New' Johnson Gives The 


'O ld' Nixon A 'New' Look 


WASHINGTON - Last week 
we had a chance to see the 
“new Johnson” and the “old 
Nixon” all within the period of 
a few days. 
When I turned on my tele­ 
vision set to see the President’s 
press conference on Thursday 
morning, I thought I was going 
to see the old Johnson — re­ 
laxed, sure of himself and 
above politics. But suddenly in 
answer to a question about for­ 
mer Vice - President 
Nixon, 
President Johnson called him 
a “chronic campaigner” and 
said, “He never did really 
recognize and realize what was 
going on when he had an offi­ 
cial position in the govern­ 
ment . . . ” From there on he 
verbally assaulted Nixon in a 
way that, according to news­ 
papermen on the scene, even 
made Mrs. Johnson blush. 


THE CONCLUSION was that 
this was the “new Johnson” 
speaking, a man who was get­ 
ting tired of being told what 
he should or should not do in 
Viet Nam. It was the first time 
he publicly attacked a Repub­ 
lican in such strong language, 
and those of us who know the 
“old Johnson” were very much 
intrigued. We were also curi­ 
ous to know which Nixon would 
react. 
For several years now we’ve 
been t r e a t e d to the “new 
Nixon,” a man who puts his 
party before his personal am­ 
bitious. A man who has worked 
harder for Republican candi­ 
dates throughout the land than 
anyone else, a man who no 
longer is mad at the press and 
a man who would, he says, 
rather be right than President. 


THE “NEW NIXON” imme­ 
diately reacted to the “new 
Johnson” attack by chuckling 
and saying he didn’t want to 
indulge in personalities. 
“I regret,” he said in a 
speech in New Hampshire, 
“that the President has chosen 
to reduce this debate to per­ 
sonal levels, and I will not 
travel that road with him.” 
It was a great show of re­ 
straint on Nixon’s part, and 
everywhere I went for the next 
few days people kept saying, 
“Isn’t Nixon a regular new 
guy?” 
But at the same time John­ 
son watchers in Washington 
kept asking. “Why did Presi­ 
dent Johnson suddenly change 
his image and give Richard 
Nixon his most i m p o r t a n t 
break of the year?” 
Up 
until 
the 
President’s 
press conference Nixon was 
plodding his way around the 
country scarcely getting any­ 
thing he said on page 14 of the 
newspapers. Suddenly, thanks 
to the “new Johnson,” the for­ 
mer Vice-President became 


page one news and they even 
gave him a half-hour of time 
on Sunday afternoon to speak 
for the Republican Party. 


“MAYBE,” one expert said, 
“this is really the ‘old John­ 
son,’ pretending he is a ‘new 
Johnson.’ ” 
“What do you mean?” I 
asked him. 
“Perhaps Mr. Johnson wants 
to run against Nixon in 1968. 
What better way to make Nix­ 
on a candidate than to attack 
him personally at a press con­ 
ference?” 
“But won’t the ‘new Nixon’ 
be difficult to beat?” I asked. 
“Nixon can only remain ‘new 
Nixon’ when he doesn’t think 
he’s got a chance to win the 
nomination. As soon as he gets 
his hopes up, he’ll revert to 
the ‘old Nixon.’ ” 
“Then President Johnson at­ 
tacked the ‘new Nixon’ just to 
see the ‘old Nixon’ in action 
again?” 


“EXACTLY. That’s the way 
the ‘old Johnson’ would do it.” 
Last Sunday I a n x i o u s l y 
turned on my TV set and there 
was the former Vice-President 
speaking logically and without 
heat about the problems that 
beset the nation. 
For most of the half-hour we 
saw the “new Nixon,” but in 
the final moments the “old 
Nixon” of the “Checkers” days 
returned. 
He addressed his last words 
to the President. “I respect 
you for the great energies you 
devote to your office, and my 
respect has not changed be­ 
cause of the personal attack 
you made on me. You see, I 
can understand how a man can 
be very tired and how his 
temper can be very short.” 
We don’t know what Mr. 
Johnson’s words were when he 
heard Nixon say this, but 
White House sources have as­ 
sured me that whether it was 
the “new Johnson” or the “old 
Johnson” speaking, he prob­ 
ably uttered the same thing.
